Q; Why has it taken six years to open inquests? 

A: Before the coroner began, he had to take into account the findings of 
the investigations and proceedings in France, These have been going 
on for years. 

Only last month a court in Paris eleared three press photographers of 
breaching strict privacy ru les on the night Princess Diana and Mr Al 
Fayed died. 

About 6,000 pages of documents have been sent froni France to the 
coroner. 
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Diana chauffeur "driving like a maniac": 
courttold

(Reuters) - The chauffeur for Princess Diana and her lover Dodi al- 
Fayed on their final journey was driving "like a maniac" on the day 
they died, the inquest into their deaths was told on Tuesday. 

"Henri Paul almost killed us. He drove way too fast and recklessly," said holistic healer Myriah 
Daniels who had flown back to Paris with Dodi and Diana after their holiday on a yacht in the 
Mediterranean in August, 1997. 

rt He was shit for a dnver and that is a fact," said Daniels, who was driven from Paris 1 Le Bourget 
airport by Paul. Paul was at the wheel of their limousine when Dodi and Diana died in a high-speed 
crash. Paul also died in the crash. 

"I was in a Range Rover driven by Henri Paul/ she said "I should be dead + 1 was positive l would be 
killed in that drive." 

"He was driving like a maniac through the traffic," she told the court. 

The inquest, expected to last up to six months, opened in October after major British and French 
policeinvestigations. 

Both concluded Diana and Dodi died because Paul was drunk and driving too fast 

Daniels, who treated Princess Diana just days before she died r said Diana was definitely not 
pregnantatthetime. 

Dodi's father Mohamed al-Fayed, owner of the Harrods luxury store in London, says Diana and his 
son were killed by British security services on the orders of Prince Philip, Oueen Elizabeth's 
husband and father of Diana's ex-husband, Prince Charles, 

Fayed alleges the killing was ordered because the royal family did not want the mother of the future 
king having a child with his son. He says Diana's body was embalmed to cover up evidence she 
was expecting a baby. 

The American holistic healer, who treated Diana on the al-Fayed family yacht while they were 
sailing in the Mediterranean, said: rt Shewas not pregnant. Period.* 

Daniels, who described the couple as being smitten with each other, said; "Nobody ever knew if 
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I was dhving ataxi the nighl the 
news came ihrough about the deaih 
of Lady Diana, Princess of Wales, 

I ihink it was a Saturday night, and 
the city wasfull of revellers. 
Everybody it seems was drinking 

l wasn't. I was as sober as the day I 
was born; likewise the other 4,000 
odd cab drivers in the city. That is 
something that 20 years experience 
can tell you. no-one who drives for a 
living drinks before going on duty. or 
through their shifl 

You hear about the odd one, but they 
are very few and far between, When 
your livelihood depends on your 
having a clean driving licence. you 
justdon'tdort. 

Remember I said that, because it 
becomes important later on. 
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Anyway, there I was, merrily driving 
away in my black hack, the same 
type of taxis the London cabbies 
drive, picking people up and dropping 
them off, when a news flash came 
over the radio. 

It said that Lady Diana, or Lady Di as 
she was affectionately known as in 
the UK. had been involved in a car 
crash just outside Paris, and that her 
boyfriend, Dodi Al Fayed had been 
killed.

Hey she was OK but her life had nothing in common with our 
lives, and we disliked having stories about her rammed down our throats all the 
time. 
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l put what was happening with the 
car crash out of my mind and got on 
with my job + Occasionally. on quieter 
spells, I fiddled about with the knob 
on the radio and tuned into other 
stations. Everyone was talking about 
the crash. Witnesses were 
interviewed, Diana was in hospital 
and expected to survive Shame 
about her boyfriend. 

It must have been around 4am when 
the news came over the radio that 
Lady Di had died. Now l was truly 
shocked and saddened. Earlier news 
reports had stated she was walking 
and expected to survive. Now she 
was dead. Just a young lass really. 

I was stopped at traffic lights. A

l rolled my window down and 

signalled to the officer nearest me to do the same, He did "Lady Diana has died", l 

said. 

The middle-aged rotund policeman looked shocked. "NO", he said. "she's been in 
an accident but she' s going to be OK*. 

I told him I'd tuned into Radio Clyde and they had announced her death. I saw him 
getting on his radio tocall basejust before the lights changed to green and I was 
heading back into town again. in a real daze.

The nightclubs were unloading. I was busy for a while. I kept the radio on They had 
started playing funereal music which was duli and old-fashioned. and I can 
honestly say that before that night I did not know what funereal music was. 

I hope I never hear rt agaia But left it on l did, because between intervals of music, 
there was talk of nothing else but the death of Lady Diana. 

Revellers heading home afier their night out were in floods of tears in the back of 
my cab. People were stunned. 

This is the same people, who like me, complained daily that there was hardly any 
real news outside of the Royal marriage which we got to hear about all the time. We 
were fed up to the back teeth hearing about Lady Diana this... Lady Diana that. 

But to hear she was dead felt like losing a family member. I can't explain it any 
better than that. We hated her, but we must have loved her too.

At the end of my shift there was talk with the other drivers about the njgby due to 
be played that day, and the big football game due to be played in the city either that 
dayorthenext. 

"it'll be cancelled", I warned. 

And it was. The football, the rugby, all big events cancelled while the country 
mourned. 

Flowers were laid at George Square m the heart of the city of Glasgow. I even 
bought and laid some myself. There were so many flowers the square got roped off 
- the flowers piled high in all directions. 

It was the same in all the cities of the UK, and in smaller townships countrywide.

I was still in a state of shock. Tired yes, but I didn't want to miss anything so I kept 
watching even though everything was repeated ad mfinitum, 

It was around 7am when I noticed a change in the news reporting. 

Suddenly, the car was travelling really fast It was going at at least 1 OOmph. Diana 
was unconscious when the ambulance crew reached her. The media were looking 
for someone to blame. The pnme minister was interviewed. The Cabinet had 
awakened and the news changed. 

History tells us now how the chauffeur Henri Paul, got the blame. They said he was 
drunk, yet CCTV footage showed the man acting completely normally just before he 
drove his clients away. 

Professional drivers who work for a living, do not drink and drive. 

He was dead ( yet they said samples of his blood showed he was over the legal 
alcohol limrt. I lateraskedapathologist lhadinthebackofmytaxirf itwas 
possible to add alcohol to someone's body after death to make rt look as if they 
weredrunk, and he said yes. 

Ifs a shame I didn't write this all down at the time, but l knew, because I was 
listening to all the news channels on both radio and TV ALL that night, that the 
story changed the next day.

In court five men and six women jurors were then selected taking an oath to 
"diligenUy inquire" into the coupte's deaths under the direction of Coroner 
Lord Justice Scott Baker. 

Under British law the inquest could only begin after the completion of an 
official probe, which last year concluded that the crash was a Tragic 
accidenf mvolvlng a high-speed crash by a drunk Aiver 

The inquest — legally requlred when a Bntlsh citizen dies an unnatural death 
abroad and the body is repathated — has a narrow remit, seeking only to 
identify the deceased and find how. when and wtiere they died. 

No blame is deterrnined and ihe verdict must not Identify anyone as having 
criminal orcivil liability. 

Possible verdicts include natural causes, accident suicide. unlawful or lawful 
killing or industrial disease The inquest may also produce an open verdict if 
there is insufficient evidence to reach a conclusion. 

If a verdict of unlawful killing was returned, it could leave open the possibility 
of civil legal action by Al-Fayed. 

Diana, 36, and Dodi Fayed, 42. were in a Mercedes driven by Fayed' s 
chauffeur Henri Paul, 41 1 that hit an underpass pillar on August 31. 1997 as it 
sped away from chasing paparazzi photographers. 

Diana's bodyguard, Trevor Rees-Jones, was the only survivor, bui suffered 
serious injuries. 

The rnquest will examine the embalming of Diana's body. her post-mortem, 
the hours before the crash* suggestions she was engaged to Fayed, the 
alleged purchase of a ring, claims she was pregnant and bodyguards' 
evidence. 

Jurors were handed maps of the route teken on the fateful night in Paris as 
wdl as photographs of the wrecked Mercedes in the underpass. 

Baker said the jurors would be asked to consider how the driver of the car 
lost control and smashed into the 1 3th pillar in the tunnel and to consider 
whether the events were by "accident or design.* 

They would be asked to look at the nature of the collrsion with a white Rat 
Uno as well as a report of a bllnding light in the tunnel. 

They were also shown a press photograph of the couple kissing during a 
Mediterranean holiday aboard the Fayed yacht as well as one with Diana in a 
leopard-print bathing suit which fuelled rumours she was pregnant 

But Baker remmded them it was taken before there was any sign of an 
intimate relationship with Dodi.

Wingfield told the London hearing that he and Rees had constantly asked the Fayed 
organisation for baekup, as they needed eight people to guard the Princess properly, but their 
pleas were repeatedly rejected, and they were kept in the dark about the couple's rnovements, 
thus dtsahling them to plan ahead 

When the couplearrivedat the Ritz at 1 Opm on August 30 1997, acrowdof photographers 
had gathered outside, leaving Dodi Fayed "agitated". said Wingfield. a former Royal Marine. 

"I suggested to Dodi that if he told us where we were going we would be able to call ahead at 
least to arrange sorne kind of reception for him in a sanitised area where no photographers 
were allowed," the Telegraph quoted him, as saying. 

He only later heard from Henri Paul, the Ritz's head of security, that Dodi had decided on a 
plan to evade the paparazzi, he added. 

The inittai idea was for both bodyguards to leave by the front where two "decoy* cars were 
waiting, while Henri Paul drove the couple away from the back entrance, he claimed.

Grving hislhird day of teslimony at an inquest into their 1 997 deaths in a Paris car crash, Burrell 
said he requested a meeting with the queen after Diana's death as he was concerned thal Diana's 
mother, Frances Shand Kydd, was shredding so many of her documents> 

When pressed in court about what Queen Elizabeth had told him at the meeting, a reluetant Burrell 
said the queen was concerned that the princess had become "rather over-excited'\ 

Asked what she said about a long-term union with Dodi, Burrell replied: "Her Majesty was 
concerned about the future" 

He said he had never asked the queen if the royal family had been involved in Diana's death, 

"I wouldn't be so presumptuous,* he said. "I would not ask Her Majesty The Oueen such a personal, 
intimate question about her daughter-in-Iaw." 

Mohamed Al-Fayed, owner of luxury London department store Harrods. says his son and Diana 
were killed by British security services on the orders of the queen*s husband, Prince Philip. 

Fayed says he believes her killing was ordered because the royal family did not want the mother of 
the future king having a child with his son. He alleges that Diana's body was embalmed to cover up 
evidence she was expecting a baby. 

Asked in court rf he thought Prince Philip had plotted to murder Diana, Burrell replied That is 
fantasy." 

Al-Fayed's lawyer Michael Mansfield asked Burrell about suggestions that Philip, notorious for 
making tactless gaffes in jest, had called Dodi "an oily bedhopper".

Diana arrived at St Paul's Cathedral in a glass coach alona with her father and 
escorted by five miHtary officers. The marriage ceremony startea at 1 1 :20 A.M. BST and 
lasted almost an hour and a half, with Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rubert Runchie, and 
25 other clerics supervising the marriage ceremony. 

Lady Diana wore a gown valued at 9000 Pounds with 25 foot train made of the 
finest lace. The dress was designed by Elizabeth and David EmanueL There were 3,500 
people in the congregation at St PaulS Cathedral. Another 750 mtllion people worldwide 
watched the high profile wedding ceremony on televisioa where it was telecasled live< 
Around 4,000 policemen and 2.000 military officers were deployed outside the cathedral 
to manage the huge crowd. 

Following the marriage ceremony, the couple signed the papers and went to 
Buckingham Palace. There the couple had a small dinner with other Royal family 
members* After that the royal couple appeared on the balcony of Royal Palace and kissed 
each other in front of a crowd of supporters and well-wishers. It is estimated that there 
were more than 600,000 people standing on the streets of St Paul's Cathedral to gel a 
glimpseofthe Prince Charles and Lady Diana.

The tragic death of Diana, Princess of Wales on 31 August 1997 shook the entire 
worid. Sirvce ihen there were extensive investigabons in both England and France. 

Different investigation agencies submitted their reports Diana's autopsy report 
revealed that Princess Diana died due to massive internal bleeding as a result of injury to 
the pulmonary vein, 

Accordlng to the autopsy report, Princess Diana died of internal bleeding as a 
result of injury lo the pulmonary vein. which carries oxygen nch blood from lungs to left 
atrium of the heart Normally this type of injury does not lead to rapid blood loss, bui can 
be stopped only by surgery. According to medical experts, these types of injury do not 
typicalty end in the death of the victim if the injured person arriyes at a hospital within 1 5 
to 20 minutes after the accident. French Physician Frederic Maillez who was the first 
medical Professional to arrive at the accident spot said that Princess Diana was locldng 
pretty good and she had some chances of survivaL His opinion was also shared by 
renowned surgeon Christian Bernard, who on March 3. 2001 wrote jn "Telegraph* thai 
Princess Diana could have been saved if she had reached the hospital on time. 

The autopsy report also revealed that Diana unbuckled the back seal belt and as a 
result she shd forward duhng the accident, and the impact was so powerful that she was 
violently thrown forward damaging her heart This resulted in the massive internal 
hemorrhage.

On the tragic night of August 30. 1997. as Diana left the Ritz Hotel m Paria along with 
her boyfnend Dodi-AI Fayed dozens of papa razzi started chasing them in a pursuit to get at 
least one photo of Diana and Do di Al Fayed which could felch them hundreds of lhousands of 
dollars from magazines. 

The photoaraphers were carelesslv chasino Princess Diana and Dodi Al Faved in a 
hope to get one shot that would them lo overmght riches. 

U is believed thal the following occurred on the night Princess Diana died: 

By the time Henry Paul, the chauffeur, and his passengers entered the Ponte De Alma 
tunnel the photographers were almost a quarter mile behind r keeping the black Mercedes in 
sight. Henry Paul wanted lo outdrive the photographers under all circumstances. He was 
dnving the Mercedes at the speed of 1 80 km/hr. In the mean time another limousine entered 
into the Alma tunnel Paul turned left sharply and somehow managed to lose control of the 
car This lead the Mercedes to crash heacflcng into the 1 3th concrete pillar of Ponte De Alma 
tunnel. A big explosion occurred as a result of the crash. Henry Paul and Dodi Al Fayed died 
on the spot, However, Princess Diana, who was sitting next to Dodi, was thrown forward 
resulting in severe injury to the heart that lead to massrve internal breathing. However, she 
was still alive. 



Within five minutes two amb yl ances reached on the accident spot tttook almost an 
hour unti [the Pnncess of Wales and her companion could be taken out of the rubble. At half 
past one in the moming Diana was admitted m La Pitie-Salpetriere Hospital . She was 
immediately shifted to operation room The surgeons performina the operation opened her 
nbcage and found a torn vein, They tried to mend the vein but suddenly she had a cardiac 
arrest Despste lengthy resuscitation attempts, including internal cardiac message, doctors 
failed revive her. She breathed her last at 4 a.m local time on the operation table. Doctors 
and surgeons were of the opinion that Princess Diana could have been saved rf she had been 
brought to the hospital on time.

That evening the couple was driven to Dodi's 
apartment, where they dressed for dinner and 
returnedtothe Ritz. Dodi's personal chauffeurPhilippe 
Doumeau, drove the limo on both trips. On the latter 
trip. Doumeau took the shortest route between the Ritz 
and the apartment In a purported etfort to elude 
paparazzi, the couple left the hotel by a rear exit 
shortly after midnight in a Mercedes S280 limo, en 
route for Dodi's apartment The vehide was much 
lighter than the previous limo (a Mercedes 600) thus 
rendenng it much more vulnerable than the earlier 
used limo in the event of a crash, and was dnven by 
Henri Paul the acting Head of Security at the Ritz. Why 
was Paul, who had left for the night recalled to drive 
the vehicle instead of a professional chauffeur? Unlike Dourr 
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Paul wasn*t licensed to dnve erthe' I 



tnstead of taking the shortesl route to Dodi's apartment Paul took a circuitous route in a direction away from the 
apartment. Why? 

Three paparazzi later claimed that Paul departed the Ritz at a high speed. This claim was contradicted by footage 
from the hotel's security cameras showing the Mercedes leaving at a normal speed with Paul driying in a responsible 
manner. 

According to the police, Henri Paul's blood alcohol level was very high, yet the Ritz secunty cameras revealed that 
Paul arrived at the hotel shortly after 1 0:00 pm and displayed no errattc behavior while parking his car nor later in the 
hotel Upon arrival at the hotel, Paul was in regular contact with Al Fayed bodyguards Trevor Rees-Jones and T<es* 
Wingfield. Neither of them observed any evidence suggesting that Henri Paul was intoxicated, 

Oxygen purportedly was administered at the crash site to the injured Diana by Dr Fredenck Maiiliez, who later made 
contradictory statements concerning the event 

Investigative Judge Herve Stephan attributed the crash to Henri Paul 1 s drunkenness, yet failed to interview key 
witnesses such as bodyguard Trevor Rees-Jones or persons claiming to have observed a collision between the 
Mercedes and a while Fiat Uno A spokesperson at the Bntish Embassy m Paris claimed that the embassy staff was 
unaware that Pnncess Diana was in the city, a claim refuted by the fact that tv/o very senior members of MI6 were at 
the embassy on the same day of her arrival. 

A Convenient Scapegoat 

The numerous anomalies surrounding the crash and the eagemess by both the investigative authonties and the news 
media to solely blame the hapless Henri Paul for the incident strongly suggest the occurrence o( a massive cover-up. 
The news media claimed that Paul had been battling alcoholism for at least a year, yet his autopsy revealed that his 
liver was normal for a person of his age. According to Henri Paul's friends, he wasn't a heavy dnnker and led a quiet 
life. Moreover. he had successfully passed a medical exam necessary for renewal of his pilot's license only a few days 
prior to his death, An accomplished musician and lover of classical music, he had a passton for flying light aircraft 

A possible explanation for the high alcohol content is that his blood sample may not have been refrigerated in a timely 
manner, thus allowing decomposition of the blood (there is no published record of the time or lemper ature of the body 
at the time of storage). tt was claimed that the blood sample also contained a carbon monoxide level of 207%, which 
would have been even higher prior to death Such an abnormally high and near lethal percentage would have resulted 
in nausea confusioa a violent headache and drfficulty in walking yet the Ritz security cameras showed Paul with 
none of Ihese symptoms while still at the hotel. 

According to Commander Mules, the head of the Paris Criminal Brigade which had responsibility for investigating the 
crash. carbon monoxide was inhaled when the driver's airbap inflated upon impact This was impossible since the 
Mercedes Benz Company has pubficly asserted that their airbags do not contam carbon monoxide releasing 
chemicals. \n addition, it is customary for French firefighters to wear carbon monoxide detectors, yet none of the 
firefighters at the crash scene reported detection of the deadly gas. Henri Paul's death was virtually instantaneous 
upon impact primarily caused. according to the French autopsy report, by a ruptured aorta. This injury would have 
prevented carbon monoxide from being circulated throughout the body Very significantly. Dodi's father v/as refused

In fact, Diana fans might nol like this book at air Seward is fair in 
describing how Diana was eventually isoiated by most members in the 
Royal family. But she also shows that most of her problems were self- 
inflicted: Diana was often emotionally volatile, viciously manipulative, 
and fatally drawn to self-destruction. Not to mention, she could turn 
surprisingly cruel: a particular passage that left me open-mouthed was 
one describing Diana— on the day of her brother's wedding— pushing 
her hated stepmother down a flight of stairs (Seward also shows that 
her personality flaws were the results of the Spencer family feuding she 
had been subjected to since she was a child).

What makes this book truly exceptional however is the way it charts the 
Gueen's personal relationship to Diana from the very beginning until 
her death.

Perhaps because of this admiration, and 
also a sense of sympathy, it was the Queen who ended sticking up for 
Diana the tongest, even when everyone else begged Her Majesty to put 
her foot down and discipline her Ever the keen horsewoman, the Queen 
liked to describe Diana more like a 'nervy horse in need of careful 
handling' rather than a beast to be disciplined. 
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The Oueen and Di in laier years: 
'Oh, dear goodness, she's going to start crying again.!" 



The Gueen's approach however became pan of the problem (mostly 
because people aren't horses). Seward says that the Oueen's constant 
unwillingness to deal with the 'Diana problem' caused the situation to 
spiral out of control. A cautious woman by nature, with an old 
fashioned belief in marriage and in giving people a chance. the Oueen 
refused for a iong time to acknowledge her son's marriage problems, 
and when she did she seemed paralyzed from taking any action 
besides regularly offering a friendly ear to Diana (on one occasion she 
came out of a meeting with Diana visibly drained, saying to a footman: 
M l had her for an hour and she cried the whole time.") 

The more the Oueen kept making excuses for Diana's behavior (the 
emotional tantrums, the affairs. the manipulation of the media, the 
palace infighting), the more the Waleses' marriage slid into the abyss. 
The bottom was finally reached with the famous Panorama interview 
where Diana questioned Charles' fitness to be king. That was the last 
straw: the Oueen could not tolerate a member of her own family 
suggesting changes to the royal succession, and she finally issued an 
order to Diana to divorce herseff from the Royal famiiy.

She gave birth to two sons, William Arthur Philip Louis. and two years later to Henry Charles 
AtbertDavid. She was fond of her sons and was seen as a symbolic mother figure to those who 
witnessed and read about her love and attachment to her sons. She made sure to take them on 
outings, and even dropped them off to school every chance she had, Making time for them was 
top priority, where she also planned her public duties around their schedule.

Diana, Princess of Wales {Diana Frances;' ,n, We Spencer; 1 July 1961 - 31 August 1997) was the firstwifeof Charles, 
Prince of Wales, the eldest son and heir apparent of Oueen Elizabeth II.' 2 ! 

She was well known for her fund-raising work for international charities and as an eminent celebrity of the late 20th 
century. Her weddina to the Prince of Wales on 29 July 1 981 was held at St Paul's Cathedral and seen by a global

Diana was bom at 7:45 PM on 1 July 1961, in Sandringham. NorfolkJ 4 ^ She was the fourth of five children of Viscount 
and Viscountess A 1 1 ho rp. I 4 HS]{6] y ne Spencers are one of Britain's oldest and most important families, closely allied with 
the Royal Family for several generations.' 7 ! The Spencers were hoping for a boy to carry on the family line, and no name 
was chosen for a week, until they settled on Diana Frances, after Diana Russell, Duchess of Bedford, her distant relative 
who was also known as "Lady Diana Spencer" before marriage and who was also a prospective Princess of Wales. and 
her mother.' 5 ' Diana was baptised at St. Mary Magdalene Church. Sandringham.' 8 ' Diana had three siblings: Sarah, Jane. 
and CharlesJ 4 ^ 6 ' Diana also had an infant brother, John, who died only a year before she was bom.' 5 " 6 ' The desire for an 
heir added strain to the Spencers' marriage, and Lady Althorp was reportedly sent to Harley Street clinics in London to 
determine the cause of the "problem". I 5 * The experience was described as "humiliating" by Diana's younger brother, 
Charles: *lt was a dreadful time for my parents and probably the root of their divorce because I don't think they ever got 
overit,"' 8 ) Diana grew up in Park House, which was situated nearto the Sandringham estate.' 6 ' 

Diana was eight years old when her parents divorced' 9 ' after her mother had an affair with Peter Shand Kydd.' 6 ' In 
Morton's book, he describes Diana's remembrance of Lord Althorp loading suitcases in the car and Lady Althorp 
crunching across the gravel forecourt and driving away through the gates of Park House.'

The Prince of Wales {Prince Charles) had previously been linked to Lady Diana's elder sister Lady Sarah, and in his early 
thirties he was under increasing pressure to marry. 

The Prince of Wales had known Lady Diana for several years. but he first took a serious interest in her as a potential 
bride during the summer of 1 980, when they were guests at a country weekend, where she watched him play polo. The 
relationship developed as he invited her for a sailing weekend to Cowes aboard the royal yacht Britannia. followed by an 
invitation to Balmoral (the Royal Family's Scottish residence) to meet his family. Lady Diana was well received by the 
Oueen. the Duke of Edinburgh, and Queen Elizabeth The Queen Mother.

Their engagement became official on 24 February 1981, after Lady Diana selected a large £30,000 ring (£94,800 in 
today's terms) consisting of 1 4 solitaire diamonds elegantly surrounding a 1 2-carat oval blue Ceylon sapphire set in 1 8- 
caratwhite gold, similarto her mother's engagement ring.' 1 'l The ring was made by the then Crown jewellers Garrard 
but, unusualforamemberof the Royal Family, the ring was notunique and was, atthetime. featured in Garrard's 
jewellery collection. The ring later became, in 201 0, the engagement ring of Catherine Middleton.' 18 ' It was copied by 
jewellers all overthe world.' 19 ! 

Twenty-year-old Diana became Princess of Wales when she married the Prince of Wales on 29 July 1 981 at St Paul's 
Cathedral, which offered more seating than Westminster Abbey, generally used for royal nuptials. It was widely billed as 
a "fairytale wedding", watched by a global television audience of 750 million while 600,000 people lined the streets to 
catch a glimpse of Diana en route to the ceremony.' 17 " 20 ' At the altar Diana accidentally reversed the order of Charles's 
first twonames, saying "Philip Charles" Arthur George instead.' 21 ' She did notsaythat she would "obey" him; that 
traditional vow was left out at the couple's request, which caused some comment at the time.' 22 ' Diana wore a dress 
valued at £9000 with a 25-foot (8-metre) train.' 23 '

On 5 November 1 981, the Princess' first pregnancy was officially announced, and she frankly discussed her pregnancy 
with members of the press corps.' 25 ' After Diana fell down a staircase at Sandringham in January 1982, 12 weeks into 
her first pregnancy, the royal gynaecologist Sir George Pinker was summoned from London. He found that although she 
had suffered severe bruising, the foetus was uninjured.' 26 ' In the private Lindo Wing of St Mary's Hospital in Paddington, 
London, on 21 June 1 982, under the care of Pinker, 126 ' the Princess gave natural birth to her and the Prince's first son 
and heir, William Arthur Philip Louis.' 27 ' Amidst some media criticism, she decided to take William. still a baby, on her 
first major tours of Australia and New Zealand, but the decision was popularly applauded. By her own admission, the 
Princess of Wales had not initially intended to take William until it was suggested by Malcolm Fraser, the Australian 
prime minister.'

A second son, Henry Charles Albert David, was born two years after William, on 1 5 September 1 984.' 29 ' The Princess 
asserted she and the Prince were closest during her pregnancy with "Harry" (as the younger prince has always been 
known).

During her final year, Diana lent highly visible support to the International Campaign to Ban Landmines, a campaign 
which won the Nobel Peace Prize in 1 997, only a few months after her death.' 54 *

The chronology of the break-up' 55 ' identifies reported difficulties between the Prince and Princess as early as 1985. The 
Princess of Wales began an affair with Major James Hewitt, and the Prince of Wales returned to his former girlfriend, 
Camilla Parker Bowles. These affairs were exposed in May 1 992 with the publication of Diana: Her True Story, by Andrew 
Morton. The book. which also laid bare the Princess' allegedly suicidal unhappiness, caused a media storm. This 
publication wasfollowed during 1992 and 1993 by leakedtapesof telephoneconversations which negatively reflected 
on both the royal antagonists. Transcripts of taped intimate conversations between the Princess and James Gilbey were 
published by the Sun newspaper in Britain in August 1 992. The article's title, "Squidgygate", referenced Gilbey's 
affectionate nickname for Diana. The next to surface, in November 1 992, were the leaked "Camillagate" tapes, intimate 
exchanges between the Prince of Wales and Camilla. published in focfayandthe M/rrcvnewspapers. 

In the meantime, rumours had begun to surface aboutthe Princess of Wales's relationship with James Hewitt, her former 
riding instructor. These would be brought into the open by the publication in 1 994 of Princess in Love. Princess in Love 
by David Greene was a film released in 1996 that is basedonthis publication. The Princess of Wales wasportrayed by 
Julie Cox, whereas James Hewitt was portrayed by Christopher Villiers.' 56 ' 

In December 1 992, Prime Minister John Major announced the Wales's "amicable separation" to the House of 
Commons,' 57 ' and the full Camillagate transcript was published a month later in the newspapers, in January 1 993. On 3 
December 1 993, the Princess of Wales announced her withdrawal from public life.' 58 ' The Prince of Wales sought public 
understanding via a televised interview with Jonathan Dimbleby on 29 June 1 994. In this he confirmed his own 
extramarital affair with Camilla Parker-Bowles, saying that he had rekindled their association in 1 986, only after his 
marriage to the Princess had "irretrievably broken down".l 59 " 60 ' 

While she blamed Camilla Parker-Bowles for her marital troubles because of her previous relationship with the Prince, 
the Princess at some point began to believe that he had other affairs. In October 1 993, she wrote to a friend that she 
believed her husband was now in love with Tiggy Legge-Bourke and wanted to marry her.' 61 ' Legge-Bourke had been 
hired by the Prince as a young companion for his sons while they were in his care, and the Princess was extremely 
resentful of Legge-Bourke and her relationship with the young princes. 

Diana's aunt-in-law, Princess Margaret, Countess of Snowdon, burnt "highly personal" letters that Diana wrote to the 
Oueen Mother in 1 993 because she thought they were considered to be "so private". Biographer William Shawcross 
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ln December 1 995, as a direct result of the Princess's Panorama interview. the Oueen asked the Prince and Princess of 
Wales for "an early divorce".' 65 ' This followed shortly after the Princess' accusation that Tiggy Legge-Bourke had aborted 
the Prince's child, after which Legge-Bourke instructed Peter Carter-Ruck to demand an apology.' 65 ' Two days before 
this story broke, Diana's secretary Patrick Jephson resigned, later writing that the Princess had "exulted in accusing 
Legge-Bourke of having had an abortion".' 66 '

On 20 December 1995, Buckingham Palace publicly announced the Oueen had sent letters to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales advising them to divorce. The Oueen's move was backed by the Prime Minister and by senior Privy Counsellors, 
and, according to the BBC, was decided after two weeks of talks.' 67 ' The Prince immediately agreed with the suggestion. 
In February, the Princess announced her agreement after negotiations with the Prince and representatives of the Oueen, 
irritating Buckingham Palace by issuing her own announcement of a divorce agreement and its terms. 

The divorce was finalisedon 28 Augustl996.' 58 ' Diana received a lumpsum settlementof around £17 million along with 
a clause Standard in royal divorces preventing her from discussing the details.' 68 ' 

Days before the decree absolute of divorce, Letters Patent were issued with general rules to regulate royal titles after 
divorce. In accordance, as shewasno longer married to the Prince of Wales, Diana lostthestyle Her Royal Highness and 
instead was styled Diana, Princess ofWales\ ir>2 ^ As the mother of the prince expected to one day ascend thethrones, 
she was accorded the same precedence she enjoyed during her marriage.' 69 ! 

Almost a year before, according to Tina Brown, the Duke of Edinburgh had warned the Princess of Wales: "If you don't 
behave, my giri, we'll take your title away." The Princess of Wales is said to have replied: "My title { The Lady Diana 
Frances Spencei) is a lotolderthanyours, Philip." She noted that the Spencerfamily, thefamily she was bornto, is older 
and more aristocratic than the House of WindsorJ 70 ' 

Buckingham Palace statedthe Princess of Wales was still amemberofthe Royal Family, as she was the mother of the 
second and third in line to the throne. This was confirmed by the Deputy Coroner of the Oueen's Household, Baroness 
Butler-Sloss, after a pre-hearing on 8 January 2007: "I am satisfied that at her death, Diana, Princess of Wales continued 
to be considered as a member of the Royal Household."' 71 ' This appears to have been confirmed in the High Court 
judicial review matter of Al Fayed&Ors v Butler-SlossP 1 ^ Inthatcase, three High Court judges accepted submissions 
that the "very name 'Coroner to the Oueen's Household' gave the appearance of partiality in the context of inquests into 
the deaths of two people, one ofwhom was a member ofthe Family and the other was not."' 72 ' 

Prince William comforted his mother, and he was said to have wantedto let her have the style of Her Royal Highness 
again. He was reported to have said: "Don't worry, Mummy, I will give it back to you one day when I am King."' 73 " 74 !

After the divorce, Diana retained her double apartment on the north side of Kensington Palace, which she had shared 
withthe Princeof Wales since the firstyearof their marriage, and it remained her home until herdeath. 

Diana dated the respected heart surgeon Hasnat Khan, who was called "the love of her life" after her death by many of 
her closest friends.' 751 In May 1 996, Diana visited Lahore upon invitation of Imran Khan. a relative of Hasnat Khan, and 
she also visited the latter's family in secret' 76 ' Their relationship lasted almost two years and Khan ended the 
relationship.! 77 " 78 ! Khan was intensely private and the relationship was conducted in secrecy. with Diana lying to 
members of the press who questioned her about it. According to Khan's testimonial at the inquest for her death. it was 
Diana herself, not Khan, who ended their relationship in a late-night meeting in Hyde Park, which adjoins the grounds of 
Kensington Palace, in June 1 997. 

Within a month Diana had begun seeing Dodi Fayed, son of her host that summer, Mohamed Al-Fayed. Diana had 
considered taking her sons that summer on a holiday to the Hamptons on Long Island, New York, but security officials 
had prevented it. After deciding against a trip to Thailand, she accepted Fayed's invitation to join his family in the south 
of France, where his compound and large security detail would not cause concern to the Royal Protection squad. 
Mohamed Al-Fayed bought a multi-million-pound yacht, the Jonikal, a 60-metre yacht on which to entertain Diana and 
her sons.

In January 1997, pictures of Diana touring an Angolan minefield ina ballistic helmetandflakjacketwereseen 
worldwide. It was during this campaign that some accused her of meddling in politics and declared her a 'loose 
cannon'.' 79 ' In June 1 997, the Princess spoke at the landmines conference at the Royal Geographical Society in London, 
and this was followed by a visitto Washington, D.C., in the United States on 17/18 Juneto promote the American Red 
Cross landmines campaign (separately, she also met Mother Teresa in the Bronx, New York).' 32 ' In August 1 997, just 
days before her death, she visited Bosnia and Herzegovina with Jerry White and Ken Rutherford of the Landmine 
Survivors Network.' 80 ' Her interest in landmines was focused on the injuries they create, often to children, long after a

On 31 August 1 997, Diana was fatally injured in a car crash in the Pont de l'Alma road tunnel in Paris, which also caused 
the deaths of her companion Dodi Fayed and the driver, Henri Paul, acting security manager of the Hotel Ritz Paris. 
Millions of people watched her funeral.' 85 ' 

Conspiracy theories and inquest

The initial French judicial investigation concluded the accident was caused by Henri Paul's drunken loss of control.' 86 ' In 
February 1998, Mohamed Al-Fayed, ownerofthe Paris Ritz, forwhom Paul had worked, publicly maintainedthatthe 
crash had been planned,' 8 ^ accusing MI6 as well as the Duke of EdinburghJ 88 * An inquest in London starting in 2004 and 
continued in 2007-2008' 89 ' attributed the accident to grossly negligent driving by Henri Paul and to the pursuing 
paparazzi.' 90 ' On 7 April 2008. the jury returned a verdict of 'unlawful killing'.The day following the final verdict of the 
inquest, Al-Fayed announced he would end his 1 0-year campaign to establish that it was murder rather than an 
accident, stating that he did so for the sake of the princess's children.' 91 ' 



Tribute, funeral, and burial 
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Main article: Funeral of Diana, Princess of Wales 

The sudden and unexpected death of an extraordinarily popular royal figure brought statements from senior figures 
worldwide and many tributes by members ofthe public. People left public offerings of flowers, candles, cards and 
personal messages outside Kensington Palace for many months. 

Diana's funeral took place in Westminster Abbey on 6 September 1 997. The previous day Oueen Elizabeth II had paid 
tribute to her in a live television broadcastJ 92 ' Her sons walked in the funeral procession behind her coffin, along with the 
Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh, and with Diana's brother, Charles Spencer, 9th Earl Spencer. Lord Spencer 
said of his sister, "She proved in the last year that she needed no royal title to continue to generate her particular brand 
ofmaaic."' 93 ' 
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Immediately after her death, many sites around the world became briefly adhoc memorials to Diana. where the public 
left flowers and other tributes. The largest was outside the gates of Kensington Palace, where people continue to leave 
flowers and tributes to Diana. Permanent memorials include: 

■ The Diana, Princess of Wales Memorial Gardens in Regent Centre Gardens Kirkintilloch; 

■ The Diana, Princess of Wales Memorial Fountain in Hyde Park. London, opened by Elizabeth II; 

■ The Diana, Princess of Wales Memorial Playground in Kensington Gardens, London; 

■ The Diana, Princess of Wales Memorial Walk, a circular path between Kensington Gardens, Green Park, Hyde Park and 
St. James's Park. London. 
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In addition, there are two memorials inside Harrods department store, at the time owned by Dodi Fayed's father 
Mohamed Al-Fayed, in London. The first memorial consists of photos of the two behind a pyramid-shaped display that 
holds a wine glass still smudged with lipstick from Diana's last dinner as well as an 'engagement' ring Dodi purchased 
the day before they died.' 94 ' The second, unveiled in 2005 and titled "Innocent Victims", is a bronze statue of the two 
dancing on a beach beneath the wings of an albatross.' 95 ' The Flame of Liberty, erected in 1989 on the Place de l'Alma in 
Paris, above the entrance to the tunnel in which the fatal crash later occurred, has become an unofficial memorial to 
DianaJ 96 » 

Memorabilia 



Following Diana's death, the Diana Memorial Fund was granted intellectual property rights over her image.' 97 ' In 1 998, 
after refusing the Franklin Mint an official license to produce Diana merchandise, the fund sued the company, accusing it 
of illeoallv sellina Diana dolls, olates and iewellervJ 98 ' In California, where the initial case was tried, a suit to oreserve the 
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Diana in contemporary art

Diana has been depicted in contemporary art since her death. Some of the artworks have referenced the conspiracy 
theories, as well as paying tribute to Diana's compassion and acknowledging her perceived victimhood. 

In July 1999, Tracey Emin created a numberof monoprintdrawings featuring textual references about Diana's publicand 
private life, for Temple of Diana, a themed exhibition at The Blue Gallery, London. Works such as They Wanted You To Be 
Destroyed (1999)' 1011 relatedto Diana's bulimia, whileothers included affectionate texts such as Love WasOn YourSide 
and Diana's Dress with puffy sleeves. Another text praised her selflessness - The thingsyou didto help otherpeople, 
showing Diana in protective clothing walking through a minefield in Angola - while another referenced the conspiracy 
theories. Of her drawings, Emin maintained "They're quite sentimental . . . and there's nothing cynical about it 
whatsoever."' 102 ! 

In 2005 Martin Sastre premiered during the Venice Biennial the film Diana: The Rose Conspiracy. This fictional work 
statis with the world discovering Diana alive and enjoying a happy undercover new life in a dangerous favela on the 
outskirts of Montevideo. Shot on a genuine Uruguayan slum and using a Diana impersonator from Sao Paulo, the film 
was selected among the Venice Biennial's best works by the Italian Art Critics AssociationJ 103 ' 

In 2007, following an earlier series referencing the conspiracy theories, Stella Vine created a series of Diana paintings for 
her first major solo exhibition at Modern Art Oxford gallery.' 104 ! vine intended to portray Diana's combined strength and 
vulnerability as well asher closenessto hertwo sons.' 105 ' The works, all completed in 2007, included Diana branches, 
Diana family picnic. Diana veil and Diana pram, which incorporated the quotation "I vowto thee my country",' 106 ' 
Immodesty Blaize said she had been entranced by Diana crash, finding it "by turns horrifying, bemusing and funny'\' 107 I 
Vine asserted her own abiding attraction to "the beauty and the tragedy of Diana's life".' 105 '
